Conservation 
of Land Loans 
Are Available 


To raise the values of their farms 


and Increase their incomes, a num- 
ber oJjtHcinpstcad County Farmers 
are jinking In terms of better soil 
ccnser/nllon practices, permanent 
pasture improvement, full dcvelop- 
menirt'and use of farm water sup- 
plies, and good drainage, reports 
W. M. Sparks, Fanners Home Ad- 
ministration county supervisor. 


The -Farmers Home Administra- 


tion Jin's a loan program to help 
eligible farmers .carry out needed 
soil and. waler conservation meas- 
ures, lie said, and added that the 
practices most needed and most 
likely to be carried on through the 
agency's loans In this area include 
terracing, Improving pastures drill- 
ing wells, Irrigation, etc. 


The making of soil and water 


conservation loans to farmers who 
arc eligible is one of the functions 
of the agency's county office lo- 
cated on the fourth floor of the 
courthouse In Hope, the county 
supervisor pointed out. Each county 
has a 3-member county commitlec, 
and one of ils dulics is to deter- 
mine whether or not an applicant is, 
eligible for a loan. To be eligible, 
the applicant must be a farm own- 


i' or operator, wjilh necessary ex-. 


M 


mcnts cannot be supplied «lhro|igh 
private or cooperative sources. 


The agency has,completed ap- 


proximately four years of "making 
soil and water conservation loans 
under the present program, Mr. 
Sparks said. During that time ap- 
proximately 7,250 individual /arm 
families throughout the nation, plus 
14) associations serving approxi- 
mately 5,200 families, have bor- 
rowed $43,100,000. 
About 80 per- 


cent of this total helped farmers 
develop farm water and irrigation 
systems. 
This 
included 
buying 


pumps, motors and piping, drilling 
wells, and constructing and repair- 
ing irrigation ditches and laterals, 
Farmers used the rest of the Joan 
funds 
lo develop livestock 
and 


household water systems, and for 
soil conservation 
practices such 


as terracing,. Improved pastures, 
drainage, clearing and trey plant- 
ing. 


Jn Jfernpstcad County soi) and 


waler conservation Joans have b'ucn 
made for a total of $24,875. 


For Uie present fiscal year, Con- 


gress made $5,500,000 available for 
direct soil and water conservation 
Joans. 
This is in addition to a 


larger amount which local banks or 
other private lenders may advance 
for this typo of loan, with ri-pay- 
mcnt In full insured by the Farm- 
ers Jfome Administration.
